A mliis always seems more or less

hurled through Lhei air, and the black 
end of tile tunnel (himod suddenly de- 
fiant, a solid squuru of crimson flames 
like tho window of a burning hou^e. 
and a roar ot (lying nir drove pnst us. 
putdug out our lights and throwing us 
back agutust the rullu. 


"It's a windy one!" yelled 
Wild. 


"Look out for the rib shots!" 


Like a llniil curtain lu n darkened 


theater a slow pull of buuv? umoke 
sank down from the roof, imil as It 
touched the Hour a sccuud hurtft of 
flume tore It suddenly upward, and fur 
down, the entry the trappers' door 
banged noibtly In tbe daiUness. Then 
we crept back slowly, breathing hard 
In an air thick with dust nnr] tbe smell 
of tbe burnt black powder, to the end 
of the tunnel, where tin- whole face 
had been torn loose—a great pile of 
broken coal against tbe end of the en- 
try. 


Ofton k-lts of paper from the car- 


tridges lighted by the blust will start 
a flre In t.be plies of coal dust left by 
the machine men, and before thp shoot- 
ers leave n room that has been blasted 
an examination must be made In order 
to prevent the posHlbillty of are. 


All night long wo HIOVPU from one 


entry to another, blasting down In 
each six feet more ot tho tunnel, which 
would be loaded out on tbe following 
duy, and It was 4 In the morning be- 
fore the work was finished. 


It was n&ually between 4 and 5 lu 


the morning when we'left the mln? 
As we stopped from the hoist and left 
behind us tbe conllning dutkness, the 
smoky air and tbe sense of oppression 
and silence of tbe mine below, tbe soft, 
fresh moraine air In tbe early dawn. 
or sometimes the cool rain, seemed nev- 
er more refreshing. 
One does not no- 


tice tbe silence of H mlnuao much upou 
leaving the nolae ot the outer world 
and entering tbe maze of tunnels on 
the duy's work as when, stepping off 
tbe hoist In the early morning hours 
when tbe world Is utmost Btlll, tbe sud- 
den uense of sound and of living things 
emphasises by contrast the bllcnc'e of 
the underworld. There Is a nolae of 
life, and tbe very motion of the air 
seems to carry sounds. A dog barking 
half n mile away In the sleeping town 
sounds loud aud friendly, and there 
seems to be a sudden clamor that ts al- 
most bewildering. 


We were walking down the north 


entry ouo early morning anO had jtidt 
passed through the last brattice door 
when .loo Brass, one of the shot tirers, 
stopped, suddenly alert aud silent, niid 
held up bis hutid 
Sound means but 


little in a mine, aud eyes cun but rare- 
ly detect danger. 


"Do you smell anythlug?" be asked. 
We sniffed the cool air as It tanned 


past us through tbe door that we still 
held open. Almost imperceptible a cu- 
rious foreign odor seemed to hang in 
tbe moving current. 


"Wood smoke," said one of the men. 
We turned and walked back and clos- 


ed tbe door behind us. 
Tho smell of 


the smoke defined itself us we wallceri 
forward. 
Through the next door It 


huus strong in tbo ntr and with It the 


oily smell of burning coal. 
Then n 


light appeared down tbe entry, and 
from Us Jerky motion we knew that 
the nnin was running before, we heard 
hi? feet clumping over the rough ties 


^'There's n fire In room 2U'" he yelled 


before we could see blm 
The word 


bad alrejidy reached bottom, and 
MS 


we paused »t thp turning of tho entry, 
trying to see whether to turn to the 
rl&Tbt or the left, there w^s a sudden 
roar behind us. and the glow of a loco 
motive headUght 
As we waited the 1 


locomotive came rattling down the 
tunnel, hnjf n dnzen men crouched low 
on Us blacl. fr^ine, and behind It on. a 
slugle flatciir the great sterl water tank 
that was resoled Cor such emergen- 
cies. 
Khaiilng questions, we swung 


on brhiud. 
The motor followed the 


switch and turned bburpl} down to the 
right 
Through tho neiit door tbe 


smoke became! suddenly thlok A strong 
smell, almost IIH of burning oil—the 
lipnvy, puugent smell of Roft coul on 
lire' 
In tho dead air at (tie entry It 


hung still and motionless like yellow 
fog. 
and a.s wo Jumped off the truck 


and ran down lae entry behind the lo- 
cnmotivc we crouched low to keep our 
tyos clear, for Uiero wore still a coupld 
of feet of clean ulr along the bottom of 
tbe tunnel. 
Fiaiu ahead of us came 


tbe sound of voices, aud then through 
the smoko we Js'nv the lights of tbo 
men like yellow tongues of flame, fle, 
tacbod from their bodies, n bich were 
bidden in the thick blanket of smoke. 
Tbe coal In one of the looms off tho 
main entry which the bhooters had 
blasted earlier In the night was on lire, 
and tbe heat and smoke were too in- 
tense to allow the mon to reach It with 
Uie water. 
Shouting at each other in 


tbe blinding smoke and darkness, with 
the dull, steady heat of the invisible 
lire btlngiug the sweat lu streams from 
our bodies, ive .\yorked to cut off tbo 
rootu from the rest ol' the mine by 
building across Its bioad/mouth wlieie 
It joined tbe tniilti entry a solid t,top 
ping of wood mid plaster. 
A dozen 


men In minute relays held a long strip 
of canvass against the roof while the 
rest of us pushed and wedged Into 
place between the floor and the low 
roof a .string ot props or posts across 
tbe room mouth. 


As the smoke thickened and the heat 


grew more Intense the relays became 
shelter, and we suddenly dived frora 
the dense, choking air above to lie 
flat along tbe tloor, sucking lu the cool, 
clean air that lay above the water be- 
aldo the tracks 
In half an hqur wo 


bud erected :i !ony line of posts, with 
the canvas nulled against It, and a tem- 
porary slopping was effected. 
By that 


time a dozen of tbe Umbermen bad ar- 
rived, and motors had dragged up from 
Uie mine bottom piles ot matched 
boards aud sacks, of wood flber plas- 
ter. 
An hour more and the stopping 


was re-enforced with a solid fence of 
boards, and than, mixing the plaster in 
tho water beside the track nnd using 
our bands, as trowels, we calked the 
seams, 
tbe 
plaster 
drying quickly 


against the hot boards. Three hours 
later the worlc_ was done, and the air 
current moving steadily down the en- 
try had blown away the last shreds of 
the thick and choltlng smoke. 
In tbo 


light of our lamps and lanterns we 
again examined the long wh«e wail 
that we bad'erected across the room 
mouth. A tew more handfuls of plas- 
ter on cracks through which a thin 
ttlclcle of smoke still pulled outward 
and tho work was done 
Two mouths 


later, when the flre. cut art from the 
air of the mine, bad smothered itself 
to extinction, tie wall was torn down, 
the sas blown out, and work was onco 
more resumed.

THE TINY HUMMING BIRD. 


In One Spocioi Its Bill )• Nearly as 


Long as Its Body. 


All humming birds, though varying 


unicu iu size aud color, exhibit tbe 
saino term of ning, legs and feet, tbe 
•rtings being strong (considering tho 
small .siz« of tbe bird), while tbe legs 
nud feet are remarkably weak and del- 
icate, u clear indication that these lit- 
tle creaturcb aro Intended to spend al- 
most all their time in the air. 


In accordance with this we Bnd that 


humming birds tire never seeu on tbo 
ground; that even wben feeding they 
seldom troublo themselves to aligbt, 
but suspend themselves In the nir bo- 
fore the flower ou whose juices they 
mean, to feed, the rapid vibration of 
tie wings causing them to appear like 
two fans of filmy gau?e and producing 
at the same time that peculiar hum- 
ming sound from which these birds 
derive their popular name 


The beak of most iiummjag birds Is 


long, delicate nnd slightly curved to 
enable It to reach tbe Inmost recesses 
of the trumpet shaped flowers which 
abound In the tropical regions, but the 
shape of tbo beak is very variable, 
piobably on account o! the particular 
flower on -which the bird feeds. 


lu some Instances It is nearly straight, 


and lu one species, the sword bill hum- 
ming bird, It la vety nearly as long as 
the lest of the body.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

They say the birds are timid. Great 


heavens, to be so small and lovely In a 
world of lulwks and snares and yet 
dnre to sing as if the gods were good! 
In all the wide creation there Is noth- 
ing bravei than the heart ot a singing 
bird.
